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As we start a new year, it seems 
appropriate to look back on the year 
just finished and at first glance it is 
obvious that it was a year of con­ 
trasts. For Hamlin and this area it 
has to be termed a good year but from 
the standpoint of our nation and the 
world it was not one of our better 
years to say the least. 
While Hamlin was plagued by some 
of the same problems that the rest of 
the nation faced, such as inflation, 
shortages and the energy crisis, it 
was still basically a good year for us. 
This area was blessed with some of 
the finest crops in its history, we 
gained a doctor with the arrival of Dr. 
Joe Don Hymer, we made a giant step 
in solving our medical needs with the 
passage of the hospital district, and 
for sports fans 1973 had to be the best 
year on record for the Pied Pipers. 
Bill Beckham, publisher of The 
Wink Bulletin, has done a good job of 
capsulizing this past year in his 
column, “Yours Truly,” and as you 
read it you have to agree with him 
that this was a year that most 
Americans would just as soon forget. 
It is hard to believe that our nation 
could be plagued with so many 
problems in the short space of one 
year. His brief look back at 1973 
follows: 
THE IMPOSSIBLE Y EA R 
“This was a year that was . . . a 
year that most, but not all, Americans 
would probably rather forget. 
“Some who will remember 1973 
with fondness include the nearly 600 
families whose sons, fathers, and 
husbands who had been held as 
prisoners of war returned home from 
Southeast 
Asia. 
Their 
release 
followed the opening of the year on a 
hopeful note when the Paris peace 
conference ending U.S. participation 
in the Vietnam War was signed on 
January 27. 
“Unfortunately, 
things 
went 
downhill from there: 
“ Watergate and its attendant 
scandals gushed out upon the 
American consciousness like a lanced 
sore and, by year’s end citizens had 
become accustomed to being jolted by 
a new sensational revelation weekly if 
not daily. 
“President Richard Nixon and Vice 
President Spiro T. 
Agnew were 
inaugurated to second terms on 
January 20. By year’s end, Mr. Nixon 
had become the most maligned 
President in modem history and Mr. 
Agnew, an accused felon, had been 
forced from office. He was replaced 
by Gerald R. Ford of Michigan. 
“Overriding even Watergate in the 
minds of most Americans was the 
state of the economy which, in­ 
credibly, appeared even worse than 
the state of the White House. In 
February, for the second time in 14 
months, the dollar was devalued. The 
stock market, rocked by the un­ 
certainties of Watergate, took it on 
the chin throughout 1973. 
“But, it was the sting of inflation 
that took the wind out of most 
Americans. Food prices rose faster 
than at anytime since the Korean 
War, 
and the cost of virtually 
everything shot up, up and away. The 
economic picture looked bleaker than 
ever near the end of the year as 
businesses began retrenching in 
response to the energy crisis and 
unemployment rolls began to swell. 
“Other nations shared the agony of 
1973. Among them were Israel and 
her neighbors which, starting on Yom 
Kippur, the holiest Jewish holiday, 
had at it again. Unlike in 1967, 
however, this was to be no six-day 
war and, at year’s end, the Soviet 
presence and prestige in the Arab 
world looked more ominous than ever 
and no lasting solution to the Middle 
East situation was in sight.

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You Can’t Always Tell A Bible By It’s Cover 


By Clarence E. Duncan 


People used to buy the 
Bible in record numbers just 
because they thought every 
home ought to have one. 
Today the best seller is still 
the Bible, but it’s because 
more people than ever are 
reading and studying it 
especially the young. 
A lot of things have been 
done to improve circulation, 
from cloaking 
the Good 
Book in blue denim to sell­ 
ing it in a variety of flavors 
strawberry, licorice, vanilla, 
etc.-all aimed at reaching 
the contemporary youth. 
But the biggest boost has 
been the by-product of mak­ 
ing the Bible easier to under­ 
stand and to read. In the 
long run this has attracted 
by far the largest number of 
young readers. 


Of course, that’s what 
William Tyndale had in mind 
when he brought out the 
first printed English New 
Testament-to make it avail­ 
able to the folks who weren’t 
able to read it. So it’s really 
no coincidence that the fast­ 
est selling Bible on the mar­ 
ket 
today-‘‘The 
Living 
Bible*’—is published by a 
company 
called 
Tyndale 
House, which recently ran 
its 12-millionth copy off the 


press. 
Thus, while the Thomas 
Nelson Co. has as its slogan 
“ Nelson Bibles are bound to 
be better,’’ and finds blue 
denim its hottest cover, Tyn­ 
dale House has its “ Living 
Bible” listed in Publishers 
Weekly magazine as the best 
selling non-fiction book of 
1972. 
Young people continue to 
have a lot to do with the 
rise in Bible sales -up 20 per 
cent across the board this 
year. They’re starting Bible 
study groups in ever-increas­ 
ing numbers and providing 


the challenge to their elders 
to follow their lead. 


“ The Living Bible" is a 
paraphrased 
translation 
which has changed many of 
the conventional patterns of 
Bible distribution and read­ 
ing. Tyndale House main­ 
tains, however, that it has 
taken its share of the Bible 
market from the mass of 
people who yearn to under­ 
stand what the Book is say­ 
ing to them. 
Tyndale puts out a full 
paperback Bible called “ The 
Way.” Each book of this 
Bible is introduced with con­ 
temporary photographs of 
young people, coupled with 
relevant comments. For in­ 


stance, Ecclesiastes is pre­ 
faced by a photograph of a 
young woman standing by a 
souped-up Volkswagen. 
New Testament versions 
of “ The Living Bible” in­ 
clude one for young people 
called “ Reach Out,” and 
one for blacks, called “ Soul 
Food.” Each utilizes the 
photographs and pertinent 
copy which makes it a book 
of practical use. 
The next market “ The 
Living Bible” will try for is 
women. Paul Mouw, adver­ 
tising manager for Tyndale, 
pointed out that “ women 
control most of the money 
and they’re interested in 
passing on the faith to their 
children” 
“ The Living Bible” got 
off to a slow start 11 years 
ago, with practically every­ 
body predicting it wouldn’t 
sell. TTien Billy Graham de­ 
cided to use it on his tele­ 
vision show as a free offer. 
It’s been going great ever 
since.

Representatives from eight of the 
nine classes which have graduated 
from Hamlin High were heard from 
during the banquet. A business 
meeting followed in which amend­ 
ments and resolutions were made and 
officers for 1925 were elected. 
Last Saturday night fire from some 
unknown source, ignited the oil house 
at the Orient shops and all the oils on 
hand were consumed.

CONVENTION SET - Physical 
plans for the 1974 Texas Con­ 
stitutional Convention, the first 
in 99 years, are complete. 
The Convention will open in 
the House of Representatives 
chamber at the state capitol 
January 8, with the 181 state 
legislators as delegates. Speaker 
Price Daniel Jr. is assured of 
election as presiding officer. 
Desks and chairs are arrang­ 
ed in a semi-circular pattern, 
with all delegates facing the 
podium. Seating was assigned 
by random drawing. Writing 
tables replace the historic desks 
on the House floor, and new 
chairs which are replicas of 
those used by delegates to the 
I87S convention have taken 
the place of familiar high-back­ 
ed swivel chairs. 
A new voting machine has 
been installed for the delegates, 
with two boards 
registering 


“ aye," "nay” or “ not voting" 
for all 181 delegates. 
Proposed convention com­ 
mittees include finance, local 
government, education, legis­ 
lative, judiciary, general pro­ 
visions, executive, rights, suf­ 
frage, amendments and separa­ 
tion of powers and style and 
drafting. 


SU PER PO RT PLANS CON­ 
TINUE — A Texas Offshore 
Terminal Commission member 
has recommended an onshore 
superport facility on Galveston 
Island. 
The Commission staff earlier 
suggested a $400 million, state 
financed deepwater 
port 30 
miles south of Freeport in the 
Gulf. Pete Miller of Galveston, 
the commission vice-chairman, 
put forward the alternative re­ 
commendation, with acost peg­ 
ged at between $400 million 
and $482 million. 
Representatives of 13 oil 
companies said the Freeport 
project should be constructed 
and operated by private indus­ 
try. 
The Commission in Houston 
began a review of recommenda­ 
tions and was expected to con­ 
tinue here January 4 or Jan­ 
uary 7. Three public hearings 
arc planned after the final report 
is adopted. 


S P E E D L I M IT 
H E A R I N G 
SLATED — A public hearing is 
set for January 8 on the new 
statewide speed limit author­ 
ized by the legislature in its 
recent special session. 
Texas Highway Commission 
will conduct the hearing in the 
highway building auditorium, 
lith and Brazos Streets,Austin. 
Written or oral testimony will 
be accepted from any interested 
person. 
The new act gives the Com­ 
mission authority to lower the 
speed limit for 15 months as a 
fuel-saving measure and to pre­ 
serve federal aid. A 55 miles 
per hour limit is expected to 
be fixed. 
Enforcement probably won’t 
begin until late January or early 
February. Any order entered 


by the Commission will not 
take effect for eight days, dur­ 
ing which the Governor will 
have an opportunity to review 
and veto if he chooses.

And What Have You

As we start a new year, it seems 
appropriate to look back on the year 
just finished and at first glance it is 
obvious that it was a year of con­ 
trasts. For Hamlin and this area it 
has to be termed a good year but from 
the standpoint of our nation and the 
world it was not one of our better 
years to say the least. 
While Hamlin was plagued by some 
of the same problems that the rest of 
the nation faced, such as inflation, 
shortages and the energy crisis, it 
was still basically a good year for us. 
This area was blessed with some of 
the finest crops in its history, we 
gained a doctor with the arrival of Dr. 
Joe Don Hymer, we made a giant step 
in solving our medical needs with the 
passage of the hospital district, and 
for sports fans 1973 had to be the best 
year on record for the Pied Pipers. 
Bill Beckham, publisher of The 
Wink Bulletin, has done a good job of 
capsulizing this past year in his 
column, “Yours Truly,” and as you 
read it you have to agree with him 
that this was a year that most 
Americans would just as soon forget. 
It is hard to believe that our nation 
could be plagued with so many 
problems in the short space of one 
year. His brief look back at 1973 
follows: 
THE IMPOSSIBLE YEAR 
“This was a year that was . . . a 
year that most, but not all, Americans 
would probably rather forget. 
“Some who will remember 1973 
with fondness include the nearly 600 
families whose sons, fathers, and 
husbands who had been held as 
prisoners of war returned home from 
Southeast 
Asia. 
Their 
release 
followed the opening of the year on a 
hopeful note when the Paris peace 
conference ending U.S. participation 
in the Vietnam War was signed on 
January 27. 
“ U nfortunately, 
things 
went 
downhill from there: 
“ W atergate and its attendant 
scandals gushed out upon the 
American consciousness like a lanced 
sore and, by year’s end citizens had 
become accustomed to being jolted by 
a new sensational revelation weekly if 
not daily. 
“President Richard Nixon and Vice 
President Spiro T. 
Agnew were 
inaugurated to second terms on 
January 20. By year’s end, Mr. Nixon 
had become the 
most 
maligned 
President in modem history and Mr. 
Agnew, an accused felon, had been 
forced from office. He was replaced 
by Gerald R. Ford of Michigan. 
“Overriding even W atergate in the 
minds of most Americans was the 
state of the economy which, in­ 
credibly, appeared even worse than 
the state of the White House. In 
February, for the second time in 14 
months, the dollar was devalued. The 
stock market, rocked by the un­ 
certainties of Watergate, took it on 
the chin throughout 1973. 
“But, it was the sting of inflation 
that took the wind out of most 
Americans. Food prices rose faster 
than at anytime since the Korean 
War, 
and 
the 
cost of 
virtually 
everything shot up, up and away. The 
economic picture looked bleaker than 
ever near the end of the year as 
businesses began retrenching in 
response to the energy crisis and 
unemployment rolls began to swell. 
“Other nations shared the agony of 
1973. Among them were Israel and 
her neighbors which, starting on Yom 
Kippur, the holiest Jewish holiday, 
had at it again. Unlike in 1967, 
however, this was to be no six-day 
war and, at year’s end, the Soviet 
presence and prestige in the Arab 
world looked more ominous than ever 
and no lasting solution to the Middle 
East situation was in sight. 
“Two of the year’s top stories 
almost certainly will be two of next

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You Can’t Always Tell A Bible By It’s Cover

People used to buy the 
Bible in record numbers just 
because they thought every 
home ought to have one. 
Today the best seller is still 
the Bible, but it’s because 
more people than ever are 
reading and studying it- 
especially the young. 
A lot of things h?ve been 
done to improve circulation, 
from cloaking 
the Good 
Book in blue denim to sell­ 
ing it in a variety of flavors- 
strawberry, licorice, vanilla, 
etc.-all aimed at reaching 
the contemporary youth. 
But the biggest boost has 
been the by-product of mak­ 
ing the Bible easier to under­ 
stand and to read. In the 
long run this has attracted 
by far the largest number of 
young readers. 


Of course, that’s what 
William Tyndale had in mind 
when he brought out the 
first printed English New 
Testament—to make it avail­ 
able to the folks who weren’t 
able to read it. So it’s really 
no coincidence that the fast­ 
est selling Bible on the mar­ 
ket 
today-“ The 
Living 
Bible” —is published by a 
company

Tyndale 
House, which recently ran 
its 12-millionth copy off the 


press. 
Thus, while the Thomas 
Nelson Co. has as its slogan 
“ Nelson Bibles are bound to 
be better,” and finds blue 
denim its hottest cover, Tyn­ 
dale House has its “ Living 
Bible” listed in Publishers 
Weekly magazine as the best 
selling non-fiction book of 
1972. 


Young people continue to 
have a lot to do with the 
rise in Bible sales-up 20 per 
cent across the board this 
year. They’re starting Bible 
study groups in ever-increas­ 
ing numbers and providing 


the challenge to their elders 
to follow their lead. 


“ The Living Bible” is a 
paraphrased 
translation 
which has changed many of 
the conventional patterns of 
Bible distribution and read­ 
ing. Tyndale House main­ 
tains, however, that it has 
taken its share of the Bible 
market from the mass of 
people who yearn to under­ 
stand what the Book is say­ 
ing to them. 
Tyndale puts out a full 
paperback Bible called “ The 
Way.” Each book of this 
Bible is introduced with con­ 
temporary photographs of 
young people, coupled with 
relevant comments. For in­ 


stance, Ecclesiastes is pre­ 
faced by a photograph of a 
young woman standing by a 
souped-up Volkswagen. 
New Testament versions 
of “ The Living Bible” in­ 
clude one for young people 
called “ Reach Out,” and 
one for blacks, called “ Soul 
Food.” Each utilizes the 
photographs and pertinent 
copy which makes it a book 
of practical use. 
The next market “ The 
Living Bible” will try for is 
women. Paul Mouw, adver­ 
tising manager for Tyndale, 
pointed out that “ women 
control most of the money 
and they’re interested in 
passing on the faith to their 
children” 
“ The Living Bible” gel 
off to a slow start 11 years 
ago, with practically every­ 
body predicting it wouldn’t 
sell. Then Billy Graham de­ 
cided to use it on his tele­ 
vision show as a free offer. 
It’s been going great ever 
since.

FIFTY YEARS AGO 
IJanuary 2, 1924)

To you, we extend an 
invitation to join the large number of 
readers. 
The Alumni Association of Hamlin 
High School held the second annual 
New Year Banquet at the Morgan 
Hotel, 
Wednesday 
evening. 
Representatives from eight of the 
nine classes which have graduated 
from Hamlin High were heard from 
during the banquet. A business 
meeting followed in which amend­ 
ments and resolutions were made and 
officers for 1925 were elected. 
Last Saturday night fire from some 
unknown source, ignited the oil house 
at the Orient shops and all the oils on 
hand were consumed.

A. The 
specifications for the building are 
2,784 square feet, with a 25 square- 
foot platform and 2,000 square feet 
outside area. 
The bids will be opened in Lubbock 
after February 5.
